Q. Are y ou su ggestin g what may 
be kn own at a lower lev el may 
n ot be kn own at a higher lev el? 
An d , if this is kn own at a higher 
lev el, are y ou su ggestin g there is 
some d ereliction in the gov ern ­ 
m en t in n ot actin g on that in for­ 
mation ? 
A. Well, first I d on ’t kn ow to 
w hat lev el particu lar in formation 
is kn own . I am n ot chargin g d ere­ 
liction again st an y on e. I hav e ev ­ 
ery reason to thin k that those who 
hav e the in formation I hav e are 
ju st as good patriotic American s 
as I am . I thin k probably the 
sam e m ay be tru e which was ap­ 
paren tly tru e last October. They 
place a d ifferen t in terpretation on 
the in formation than I d o. I d on ’t 
charge them with ay in sin cerity 
or an y thin g else, bu t I thin k that 
the situ ation in Cu ba is v ery seri­ 
ou s. 
Q. There are some d irect con ­ 
flicts between a n u mber of crit­ 
ical poin ts in a speech y ou mad e 
last week an d the Defen se De­ 
partm en t position , for ex ample, on 
the statu s of the med iu m ran ge 
an d the in term ed iate missile sites. 
The Defen se Departm en t con ten d s 
that those sites, those bases were 
d ism an tled an d broken u p in the 
case of the IRBM’s, that the mis­ 
sile erectors an d the ox id izers an d 
all the equ ipmen t n eed ed to ac­ 
tiv ate the missiles had been re­ 
mov ed an d had been seen on ou t­ 
goin g ships— 
A. I n ev er men tion ed IRBM ’s 
at an y tim e. 
There are three 
kin d s of missiles an d three kin d s 
of missile bases that shou ld be 
d ifferen tiated in this con n ection . 
On e 
is 
what 
are 
called 
the 
grou n d -to-air missile bases; 
on e 
med iu m ran ge bases; on e in ter­ 
m ed iate ran ge missile bases. The 
in term ed iate ran ge missile bases 
hav e a con crete base. I was at 
n o tim e talkin g abou t that, n o 
referen ce to that whatev er. When 
the Defen se Departm en t replied . 


Q. How wou ld y ou say that this 


kn owled ge has been con firmed ? 


A. It has been con firmed by 


gov ern men t officials in all cases 


where I hav e m ad e a statem en t. 


Q. You said that before the Oc­ 
tober qu aran tin e action was taken 
y ou thou ght the ad m in istration of­ 
ficials had the facts bu t con cealed 
them becau se they d id n ’t kn ow 
what to d o. Do y ou su ggest that 
they n ow hav e in formation sim i­ 
lar to y ou rs bu t are con cealin g it 
for the sam e reason ? 


A. Well, I d on ’t like y ou r u se 
of the word con ceal, becau se that 
implies somethin g sin ister. I d id 
n ot m ean it then as sin ister, an d 
I d o n ot n ow. 


Q. I believ e y ou u sed the word 
“con ceal.” 


A. Perhaps I d id . I d id n ot thin k 
I d id , bu t if I d id I’ll stan d on 
the word , bu t I wan t to preface 
it by say in g that I d o n ot con sid ­ 
er there is an y thin g sin ister in 
that. It is d ifficu lt to kn ow what 
to d o. I thn k v ery possibly that 
that m ay accou n t for the relu ct­ 
an ce on the part of the officials 
to giv e Am erican s all of the acts 
with regard to the Ru ssian brn ld 
u p there. 


Q. If we con ced e there is the 
bu ild u p which y ou con ten d there 
is there, an d it ’s d an gerou s, what 
is y ou r su ggestion on what we 
ou ght to d o abou t it? 


A. First, I thin k the American 
people shou ld be giv en all of the 
facts, regard in g this bu ild u p. I 
can see n o problem of secu rity 
in v olv ed . Secon d , we shou ld pu t 
in to effect this ex ecu tiv e ord er to 
prev en t free world ships carry ­ 
in g good s to Cu ba for their eco­ 
n omic bu ild u p

The unusual military exercise, 
to be conducted at Camp Lejuene, 
N.C., stemmed from the recent 


discovery of a long-forgotten ex­ 
ecutive order in which Roosevelt 
prescribed fitness standards for 
Marine officers. 


Gen. David M. Shoup, the Ma­ 
rine 
commandant 
who 
shares 
Kennedy’s interest in fitness, sent 
the 54-year-old document to the 
President as a historic curiosity. 
Kennedy decided, however, that 
it was more than a curiosity. He 
responded with a proposal that 
Shoup find 
out 
“how well our 
present-day officers perform the 
tests specified by President Roos­ 
evelt.” 


In a m atter of hours, Marine 
headquarters prepared a detailed 
directive ordering a test by offi­ 
cers of the 2nd Marine Division 
at Camp Lejeune. 


At least IO captains and IO lieu­ 
tenants, selected to provide a rep­ 
resentative sample of personnel 
will take the test. Shoup warned 
they should not be told about the 


experiment in advance. 


Once the officers are assembled, 
they will get these marching or­ 
ders: 


Walk 50 miles in no more than 
three days, with actual walking 
time and rest stops limited to 2 
hours. Shoup noted, rather point­ 
edly, that some officers of 1908 
covered the course in a single 
day. 


Upon 
reaching the final 
half- 
mile, 
the officers 
must 
double­ 
time 200 yards, rest for 50 sec­ 
onds, 
then 
double-time 
for 
300 
yards, rest a minute, and wind 
up with a 200-yard dash to the 


finish line.

than a test of Marine vigor. The 
entire

have a stake in the results—par­ 
ticularly Pierre Salinger, Kenne­ 
dy’s press secretary. 
As Kennedy noted in his letter 
to

“ laid down such requirements not 
only for the officers of the Ma­ 
rine Corps but, when possible, for 
members of his own family, mem­ 
bers of his staff and Cabinet, and 
even for unlucky foreign diplo­ 
m ats” who were dragooed into 
hiking with him through Washing­ 
ton's Rock Creek Park.

“ that 
the 
strength and stamina of the mod­ 
ern Marine is at least equivalent 
to that of his antecedents, I will 
then ask Mr. Salinger to look into 
the m atter personally and give me 
a 
report on the fitness of the
